Job Well Done 


It can’t happen here...but it did. 


On the surface. Yorba Linda would appear to be the least likely place for a 
person to pick fo voice a strong pretest against what he considered 
“repression” by various levels of government. 

But. for Robert Payares, the Bank of America in the city he lives in, was 
evidently the pertect place to stage his ‘political robbery’ and gain the 


attention he desired. 


However, the troubled young man did not count on the efficiency or 
expertise of the Brea Police Department, aided by the Placentia and 
Anaheim PD°s. Nor could he expect that the vo bank employees he selected 
as hostages would not panic but would cooperate and actually be as friendly 
as they could under the circumstances. : 

Payares demanded that the press hear, printand broadcast his message. 
This was done both during and after the incident. The representatives of the 
media did not, for the most part, aggravate the situation as they have done 
on other similar occasions, elsewhere. 

In total, the incident was frightening and fraught with danger. But those 
who were delegated to bring about a conclusion without lives being lost and 
tnyene injured. the Brea Police, acted in the finest traditions of law 


enforcement 


Fou this they are to be congratulated. 


A similar accolade is due to the bank employees for their reaction and 
detion in the most trving of circumstances.

Council Needs Help 


Dear Mr. Editor, 

Itis this writer's view that Yorba 
Linda ts headed tor trouble - because 
the City Council is in trouble, and it 
isa ‘trouble’ which should be of 
major concern to all interested 
ciuzens of Y.L. 

And. unfortunately, 
condition most’ probably - 
continue to, at least, the next 
election of City councilmen, absent 
‘reformation’ in the interim. 

Why is this so?) This) writer 
believes that any city (especially one 
hike Yorba Linda with its significant 
growth pattern ahead) needs - for its 
economic environmental vitality - a 
governing bods supported with 
enthusiasm obs a substantial 
majority of its citizenry, one that can 
-and does ettectively administer it's 
community's atfairs. As presently 
operative. the Council is neither 
‘offective” ner supported — with 
Tenthustasny 

It is not Cetfectuve’ for several 
reasons, the principal ones being: a) 
too much of the City’s operational 
detail (street improvements. traffic 
drainave problems. safety 
standards, ele.) occupy a 
disproportionate amount of the 
Council’s time and efforts: and thus 
Its More proper attention 1s diverted 
from) more essential purposes 
(policy formulation and longer range 
planning requirements): b) as a 
primary consequence ef the 
foregoing. the Council's typical 
meeting agenda (Feb. 7, 1977) as a 
good example) is replete with items 
which should be delegated to, and 
settled by. the City’s Staff levels. (It 
isthe litter - presumably by their 
engagement responsibility - which 
dre, in the final analysis. best 
qualified to determine the reason- 
able settlement of such items, given 
broad and established guidelines.) 

But of ereater importance, than 
the need for operational effective: 
Ness isa requirement for the Council 
members to - 
character of their dialogues and the 
Councils decision making — pro- 
CESS tA 

Elevate them to levels where the 
evaluation of the intrinsic values 
mivolved tand the public’s obser- 
vation of them) would supplant the 
seemingly perpetual atmosphere of 
acrimony and among 
the members. 

There needs to be a@ more rational 
accommodation by them. of 
other's frequently (and understand- 
ably) differing perspectives. And

(The ‘news’ media can hardly be 
blamed tor the “newsworthy” flavor 
of the Council's differences, given - 
as a for-instance —- —s recent 
circumstances. — particularly — the 
ineptness (to put it most charitably) 
in the questioning of the cost of 


Brea’s) police services to Yorba 
Linds.) 

When, as recently, the — ‘dif- 
ferences’ rather than their ‘ac- 


complishments’ among the Council 
attract more of the — reader’s/- 
observer's attention, the subject 
problems are thus highlighted. 
The above suggested problem 
areas are, indeed, important - and 
greatly in need of immediate 
remedial actions. But, hopefully, the 


present Councilmen can (and 
probably do) recognize these 
problem areas; and, even more 


hopefully, they will do whatever is 
necessary to re-establish an earned 
respect by the community - and, as a 
concomitant, its confidence as to the 
solutions of Yorba Linda’s future 


problems. 

And let none of us be oblivious to 
them; they are many - and 
substantial: 1) the lack of a 


comprehensive development plan 
or all of the recently acquired land 
reas to the east, and the access 
hereto; 2) the major (past) neglect 


in providing far adequate drainage 
facilities, ete.; 3) the  under- 
appraisal of the municipal services 
required by the transition from 
‘town’ to ‘city’ character of Y.L.; 4) 
the costs thereof - and the tax bases 
supportive of them; and 5S) etc.. etc. 

(The writer has the temerity to 
suggest that relative to this point in 
time. it should - at long last - be 
recognized that even in Yorba Linda 
the posterity of ‘us humans’ is more 
tmortant than that of ‘horses’.) 

All of the above-mentioned (and 
other) elements hardly equate to the 
recent appraisal of the City's 
circumstances as **sound’’; perhaps 
they are - from a fiscal near-term 
View. 

But. given an adequate diagnosis 
of them - from an other-than- 
clty-representative view, and with 
due regard to the reckonings 
beyond the immediate horizons, the 
City’s future (in this opinion) is 
‘clouded’, to put it mildly. 

Conclusion: the City Council 
needs help - to cope with its very 
evident: present. and prospective. 
troubles; hopefully - again - such 
help willbe generated from ‘within’: 

or, ultimately, by an informed 
electorate. 

Mr. Editor: Please encourage 
other viewpoints on all of this!
